President’s Program nctudes| 
the Biggest and Fastest 
Battle Cruisers Afloat. 


SECRET PLANS PREPARED 


New Vessels Will Carry Heaviest 
Guns and Rival Speed of 
Express Trains. 


TO COST $18,000,000. EACH 


At White House Conference Move Is 
Made Toward Putting Us 
Abreast of All Sea Powers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The outstand-

The battle cruisers will be the feature 
of the naval program. * Preliminary de- 
signs for these vesséls have been pre- 
pared by the Naval Constructors, and 
are before the General Board, Secre- 
tary Daniels, and the President for con- 
sideration. There are several alterna- 
tive designs, but the particular one 
which will probably be adopted calls for 
a battle cruiser that will make thirty~- 
five knots speed. This is equivalent to 
a fraction over. forty land: miles an 
hour. The fastest battle cruiser thus 
far built by any of the powers is de- 
signed for not more thanh:thirty knots.

Officials of the Navy Department to- 
day refrained from disclosrng the de- 
tailed characteristics of the projected 
battle cruiser.

At 
Sventziany they have been compelled to 
shift forces from the right flanks of 
Eichhorn’s, Scholtz’s, and Gallwitz’s 
armies,_over 250 to 350 miles of damaged 
roads. 

At Lubtcha, northeast of. Novo. Gru- 
dok,. the Germans almost- succeeded in 
erossing to the right bank of the Nic- 
men, This was. important to. them for 
the purpose of turning the Rivers Bere- 
sina and Vislotch, tributaries of the 
Niemen. - However, the Russians threw 
them back with great loss.

Official Report of Successes, 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 4.—The following 
official communication from General 
Headquarters was issued tonight: 

Near Dvinsk the Germans at noon 
yesterday opened a hail of fire against 
the sector of one of our regiments in 
the vicinity of the Village of Chich- 
koro, between the railway and Swen- 

ten Lake. The Germans employed 
guns of very large calibre, including 
some eight-inch. 

Preceded by a violent fire, they 
rushed forward and occupied part of 
our trenches. We. in turn, subjected 
the trenches and enemy who reached 

them to a destructive fire from’ our 
artillery, and our troops advanced in 
a vigorous counterattack. Unable to 
withstand our fire, tne Germans fell 
back with hea losses. The trenches 
were reoccupi by us. 

At many of the fords of the River 
Madzioki and its tributary, the Disen- 
ki, there has been stubborn fi hting. 
The village. of Bornes. in the Koziany 
region, was carried oF assault by our 
troops. We captured prisoners and 
quick-firers. The Germans were dis- 
lodged at the point of the bayonet from 
the villages of Teliaki and Kozley, be- 
“tween the villages of Koziany and Pos- 


tawy. 

In -some sectors of the Spiaglitzy 
River, south of Vichnevskoie, our 
troops: succeeded in passing to the 
western bank. In the capture of some 
villages in the region of Cheremehitzy 
and Stakovzy, we took 300 unwounded 
prisoners, including nineteen artille 
men and five officers. Four quick. 
firing guns and other trophies also fell 
into our hands.

BRITISH SUBSCRIBING OPPOSED 


English Government Cautions Na- 
tion on the Loan Here. 


LONDON, Oct. 4,—Reports that per-! 
sons in England have. been attempting 
to subscribe to the Anglo-French loan 
being raised in the. United States, be- 
cause the interest yield is higher than 


that on British domestic loans, elicited 
the following statement from the Gov- 
ernment today: 

“The Treasury poihts out that it is 
very undesirable in the public interest 
that. persons or firms in the United 
Kingdom subscribe to or purchase the 
forthcoming Anglo-French loan in Amer- 
ica. The main purpose of the loan is 
to give support to the American ex- 
changes. Remittances from the United 
Kingdom -for the purpose éither of sub- 
scribing to or purchasing the loan or of 
replacing funds already in America 
which may be employed for such sub- 
scription or purchase would have. the 
effect of defeating the object. 

**Holders of the loan who reside in 
the United Kingdom will be liable to an 
income tax on the dividends, as in the 
case of income from other securities 
abroad, and dealings in the loan will not 
be permitted upon any Stock Hxchange 
in the United Kingdom.’’ 

London. newspapers which at first 
were inclined: to complain at the terms 
on which.the loan is being raised in the 
United States are now less critical, 
pointing out that the great demand for 
the loan already reported from America 
has a definite moral effect. 

“It shows, as nothing else could, not 
only that Americans want us to win, 
but also that they believe we will win,”’ 
says The Daily Mail.

the Seidlitz and Derflinger were designed 
for knots, it is understood they have 
each made 59 knots. The most recent 
of the German battle cruisers have ten 
11-inch ns, and their heaviest armor 
has run from 8 to 10 inches. 

The Japanese have been building four 
battle cruisers of the Kongo type, each 
designed for 27 knots, on 68, horse 
power derived from turbines, on a dis- 
Earemens of 27,500 tons. The Japanese 

attle cruisers carry eight 14-inch guns 
each, and 10-inch armor. Except as to 
speed, .it is thought that the projected 
American battle cruisers will more near- 
ly approach the Japanese type in armor 
and armament, but in -order to obtain 
the projected speed of 35 knots, ‘it is be- 
lieved the displacement of the American 
battle cruisers will run close to 35, 
tons. 

The American Navy .has no battle 
cruisers, and is woefully lacking in 
scout cruisers. Scouts are the eyes of 
a battleship fleet, and without them any 
combination of battleships, however 
powerful, is greatly handicapped. The 
recent naval war e, disclosed the 
urgent need of scouts. The battle cruis- 
ers’ now projected will be able to serve 
as scouts, although that will not be the 

rimary. function. of these units. The 
dea of experts of the navy is that there 
should be not less than e2 division of 
battle cruisers, and that it should be 
attached to the Atlantic battleship fleet. 
They would be _ utilized Py the fleet in 
overtaking battleships of the enemy en- 
deavoring to escape from or trying to 
elude the fleet, also in scouting to dis- 
cover the presence af the enemy’s fleet 
and in attacking vessels of the greatest 
power whenever taken by the superior 
speed of the battle cruisers. : 

The battle cruisers for which prelim- 
inary plans have been proposed for the 
navy will be dreadnoughts in reality, as 
they may be classed as battleships of su- 
perior spéed. As explained by one of 
the navy’s experts today, a battle 
cruiser is.a vessel that has just a few 
less big guns, and just a little lighter 
armor than battleships, the sacrifices 
of both of which are compensated for 
by their great speed. Speed is an ele- 
ment which the American Navy lacks. 
Its Der entes are as fast as battle- 
ships generally around the world, but 
there is no large vessel in the navy 
that can now compare with the battle 
cruisers of England, Germany and 
Japen in speed.

The Secretary said that recently, when 
submarines were at the height of their 
activity in the European war, the pen- 
dulum of public opinion had swung too 
far in favor of submarines, and that 
the tendency now would be to swing it 
too far the other way. The navy plans, 
he declared, would not make either er- 
ror. He added that the value of sub- 
mersibles for defense of the wide 
reaches of coast line. on both shores 
could hardly be overestimated. 

It is understood that the President 
cautioned Secretary Daniels and Chair- 
man Padgett against making premature 
announcement as to the naval program, 
explaining that both the ary and navy 
defense programs must be su fect to al- 
teration until after the Administration 
had considered the program of reform 
for the development of the army and 
the financial ‘devices to be resorted to 
by the Government to raise the neces-.

FLEET IN BIGGEST WAR GAME. 


Whole Atlantic Coast ‘“Menaced”’ 
and Defenders Put to Sea. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—What naval 
authorities expect to be the most impor- 


tant war game ever played in time of 
peace by the American Navy began to- 


night off the Atlantic Coast. Every 


available vessel on the active list was 
ordered into place. They were divided 
into two forces, one the red, or hostile 
fleet, and the other the blue, undertak- 
ing to prevent the enemy’s landing on 
American soil. 

The purpose of the game is to develop 
data to assist the navy in workin 
a scheme of national defense, and for 
that reason, it was explained tonight by 
Rear Admiral Benson,: chief of opera- 
tions, that the movements of the con- 
tending forces and all particulars of the 
manoeuvres would be kept strictly con- 
fidential. ; 

The attacking force sailed from New- 
po R I., and tonight had assumed 
battle position at some point off the 
coast. The blue defenders, comprising 
most of the battleships of the Atlantic 
fleet, sailed from Hampton Roads and, 
through its scouts, began search - for 
the enemy. Plans for the Manoeuvre; 
were worked out by the Naval War 
College at Newport, and were designed

AERO CLUB BACKS PRESIDENT. 


Fo- His Defense Program So as to 
Build Up Air Service. 


Alan R. Hawley, President of..the 
Aero Club of America, yesterday ap- 
pealed to the twenty-six affiliated aero 
clubs and the heads-of the National 
Guard and: Naval Militia of the States 
to support any’ plan which President 
Wilson may propose for adequate de- 


fense of the United States. He warned 
them that, unless this support is given 





and the necessary fynds obtained, the 
air service will suffe* as in the past, 
when there never was sufficient money 
to form even the skeleton of an aero- 
nautical organization for the army ana 
navy, and no allowance at all was made 
for the militia. As a result the army, 
navy, and militia have only together a 
dozen aeroplanes, while this country is 
sending the Allies an average of fif- 
teen aeroplanes a day.

SEIZE DYED CODFISH. 
Inepectors Find Vats of Acid Con- 
taining Imitation Salmon. 

Plain codfish dyed to resemble Alas- 
kan salmon were seized yesterday by 
the Board of Health. 


The codfish were acquiring the glow 
of sunset in boxes down in cold storagé 
under the Manhattan arches of the 
Brooklyn Bridge when an inspector of 
the Health Department routed them out 
and looked them over with care. On 
the boxes was the label, ‘‘ Alaskan 
Salmon,’’ but inside there were deni- 
zens of the Cape Cod neighborhood in 
various shades of reds and pinks. The 
top layers of fish were red through and 
through, then there were layers of & 
feeble solferino, and last of all layers 
as white as the flesh Of any cod that 
ever dozed along the coast. 

In coloring the fish they Were put to 
ak | irst in pyroligneows acid, which 
is the ctude acetic of commerce and 
is obtained from distilling wood. It 
tastes like smoked vinegar. After the 
codfish had beén soused in this they 
were treated with zanzibar red. Dye- 
ing the fish in this way raises the price 
from 10 cénts 4 pound. é price of cod, 
‘to about 40 cents. In the delicatessen 
stores even higher pricés are obtained 
for thé slices of pink salmon. 

The Health Department is also trying 
to stop the use of.such preservatives 
as borax and boracic acid in tomato 
catsup as substitutes for hzoate of 
soda, which has hitherto been imported 
from Germany. Dr. cian P. Brown 
of the Department of Health has or- 
déred the confiscation of catsups and 
sauces which Were found to contain 
borax and allied chemicals.

GLYNN JUSTIFIED, HE SAYS. 


Ex-Gévernor Quotes Figures to Show 
Direct Tax Unnecessary. 


Special to The New York Timés. 

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—Ex-Governor Mar- 
tin H. Glynn tonight gave out the fol- 
lowing signed statement: 

** Ever since Jan. 1 the present Repub- 
lican State administration has eharged’ 
me with the responsibility for the levy 
of the big direct tax. The figures on the 
books of the State Treasurer for the fis- 
cal year just closed show this charge to 
have been manufactured for political 
purposes, -and place the blame for the 
heavy direct tax where it belongs, on the 
shoulders of the present administration. 
These figures do not lie. They tell a tale 
which no political juggling can answer. 

‘In June, 1914, when I vetoed a Direct 
Tax bill,-I estimated the cash receipts 
available for appropriations for the fis- 
cal year at $43,000,000 ey were actu- 
ally $43,791,264. \ 

** At the beginning of the fiscal year 
there was a cash surplus of $10,589,000, 
making a total of $54,380,000 available 
for the year. -The expenditures for 
the year, as they.appear on the State 
Controller’s books, were $57,091,169. 

‘‘The cash on hand at the end of 
the fiscal year was $3,289,823 in the 
State treasury, and $3,290,000 in the 





Canal Fund and in the State Hospi- 


tal Fund, in the Highway Maintenance 
Fund, and in the hands of the Super- 
intendent of Public Works, making a 
total of $6,579,000 unexpended cash at 
the close of the year. rom this must 
be paid $6,000,000 of State notes. So, 
instead of a deficit, there was an actual 
cash surplus ot more than half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

‘‘ And this in spite of the fact that the 
Republican Legislature of i913 appro- 
priated $21,637,000, and”unfairly. charged 
it against the last fiscal year of. my 
administration, and paid out of this sum 
charged to my administration, was more 
than $2,700,000 in salaries increased and 
jobs created, after I left the Governor's 
chair and the present incumbent as-. 
sumed it. 

‘** Furthermore, investigation some day 
will show that at least $6,000,000 of this 
appropriation never was justified and 
cannot be properly explained. 

*“* Despite the fact, the present Con- 
troller and State Treasurer moved 
heaven and earth in an attempt to cre- 
ate a deficit to bolster up Governor 
Whitman's absurd claims, “and despite 
the fact that the State’s books were 
kept open until the evening of Oct, 1, 
and no end of bills paid on that day 
which- should. properly be charged up 
against the present year, and which re- 
duced a bank balance of Oct. 1 of $138,- 
389,542.81—as certified by the State 
Treasurer in the public statement re». 
quired by law—to a Treasurer’s book 
balance of $3,289,825—despite all this 
Juggling. no deficit could be created. 

“These figures show even a blind man 
that Governor Whitman and the present 
State Administration must assume, full 
responsibility for the present heavy di- 
rect tax. hey can’t unload it on me 
or any one else. They themselves stand 
convicted by the figures of their own 
Controller and Treasurer.

WASHINGTON, Oct.'4.—It looks now 
as if all of the President's official fam- 
ily will soon have declared in favor of 
woman suffrage. The President is un- 


| derstood to have decided to vote for the 


suffrage amendment in New Jersey, 
Secretary Garrison has formally an- 
nounced his intention~to do likewise, 
and. so has: Mr. Tumlty, Secretary to 
the President. Today Secretary McAdoo 
of the Treasury, in a formal statement, 
announced that he would vote for the 
woman ‘suffrage’ amendment in New 
York. Secretary of Commerce Redfield 
informally made a similar announce- 
menf, and: Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
who ‘is from Pennsylvania, declared 
himself in favor of votes for women. 
Secretary of- State Lansing said he had 
not yet made up his mind. : 

Mr. McAdoo’s- statement. follows: 


I. shall vote for the woman _suf- 
frage amendment to the New York 
State Constitution. Women are an 
economic factor of constantly increas- 
ing impo: ce in organized society. 
In business and industrial life they 
have been forced to play a larger and 
more conspicuous part.than ever be- 
fore in the world’s history. They have 
met. these néw demands and responsi- 
bilities without impairment of their 
higher and paramount duties to soci- 
-ety. .I am sure that all the theoretical 
objections against their exercise of 
the right of suffrage will prove as 

oundiless- as .were the earlier ob- 
Jections of the same sort to their 
arger participation in the business 
and industrial life of the nation. 

The right to vote may and I hope 
will strengthen the power of women 
to assist in bringing about many so- 
cial and moral reforms in which they 
are equally if not more vitally inter- 
ested than men. Suffrage may give 
them the opportunity of contributing 
notably to the progress of civilization 
and the advancement of the general 
welfare. Certainly, as the weaker sex, 
women are entitled to at least an 
equal opportunity with the stronger 
sex and especially in all that inti- 
mately. concerns the welfare of both. 

+ The American women have made a 
game fight and a fair fight for suf- 
frage and aré entitled to win. They 
have appealed to the reason and in- 
, teHigence of the country and have 
not adopted militant methods. TVhey 
have also taken the right course in re- 
sorting to each State for action upon 
a question which is peculiarly within 
the province of the States themselves. 


Long before he entered public life Mr. 
McAdoo was an open advocate of equal 
pay for men and women doing the same 
work. When he was President of the 


{Hidson & Manhattan Railroad -Com- 


pany in New York and the Hudsor Tun- 
nels were opened the question of ticket 
sellers came up. One of Mr. McAdoo's 
assistants suggested that women be em- 
ployed as ticket sellers because they 
could sell tickets faster and maké 
change quicker than men, and, further, 
because they were cheaper. Mr. McAdoo 
was told that women ticket sellers could 
be gotten for about half the-pay usually 
‘giveh t6 mens ~ 7° . 

“All right,’’ replied Mr. McAdoo, “ if 
women ticket sellers are better than 
men, let us have them, by all means, 
but I do not propose to cut.their pay. I 
don’t believe in-paying them less simply 
because they are women.”’ 

Several years ago, when the question 
of equal pay for men and women teach- 
ers in the New York schools was being 
agitated, Mr. McAdoo was appealed to 
by Miss Grace Strachan, leader of the 
women teachers, to lend his aid and in- 
fluence to their®-cause. This he did, 
sending a letter to Miss Strachan which 
was read at a mass meeting in Carnegie 
Hal! and in which he said: 

‘©The fact that-a given service is per- 
Siemed by. a person who ‘wears trousers 

des not make that service less valuable 


‘lif-performed by a person who doesn’t 


wear -trousers...We. can’t afford to 
measure justice in dollars.” : 
Secretary Wilson,.. when asked his 
views'on womian ‘suffrage today, said: 
‘“T am for. woman suffrage. because [ 
believe that -every mature person of 
sound mind whois. réquired to obey the 
laws of the country should have a voice 
in determining what the law should be.”’ 


1,000-POUND SHELLS — 


FIRED AT SANDY HOOK 


i Test of Explosive fg. i-lack 
Gan Harls Monster Missile 
Ten Miles Out to Sea. 


The New’ Jersey coast from the High- 
lands to Asbury Park trembled yester- 
day as a result of an extensive series 
of big gun tests that started at the 
Proving Grounds on Sandy Hook yes- 
terday. merning. One of the giant 12- 
inch guns which guard the Ambrose 
Channel approach to New York City is 
being used, and it will be fired forty- 
three times before the scheduled testis 
are concluded., The, test does not in- 
volve marksmanship, but the power and 
quality of the explosive charges, and 
1,000-pound projectiles -are being fired 
straight out to sea, It will probably 
be the end of the week before the ex- 
periments are concluded. Meantime peo- 
ple in the coast zone affected by the 
fire should keep windows slightly raised, 
and bric-a-brac and other delicate things 
protected during the period of experi- 
mentation. 

The tests are under the supervision 
of.a board of ordnance experts, and the 
results of the tests may have a far- 
reaching influence on the work of the 
coast artillery arm of the army. These 
results, however, will not be made pub- 
lic and will remain one of the secrets 
of the army. The gun being used is 
one of the latest of the 12-inch type, and 
is a beautiful piece of méchanism. 

The first shot yesterday was fired a 
few minutes before noon. . The officers 
in charge had to wait more than an 


hour before the zone of fire at sea was 
clear of craft. Every few minutes it 
seemed a ship of some sort -would steam 
or sail directly in the line of fire, ne- 
cessitating a delay until the vessel was 
out of the danger zone. When the dan- 
ger area was cleared an artilleryman 
raised the red flag as preliminary notice 
of what was about to take plate. The 
giant shell was placed in the gun and 
then the great powder charge. The 
gun was elevated until it pointed 
straight ahead over the parapets. There 
was a whistle and a moment later a 
deafening roar, followed by a great 
cloud of gassy, yellowish smoke, which 
rose high in the air and drifted off to 
the south. 

The song of the projectile as it whizzed 
through space could be heard for a 
few seconds, the noise having a whir- 
ring, uncanny sort of note that made

POLICE GET A SHAKEUP. 


Inspector Wakefield Demoted— 
Dwyer Takes Downtown District.

Wakefield was made an In- 
spector in March, 1918, when he had 
been on the force for seventeen years.

IN SUPERIOR FORM 


Killifer of Phillies. May Not Be 
Able to Catch in. the 
World’s Series.

We have reached the position next to 
the most important. You must remem- 
ber that these are individual wWalues, 
and, that when we come to reduce these 
figures to the final value, the worth 
of cach man in defense is his individual 
worth plus or minus the importance of 
his position. The importance of the 
catcher is much more in defense than 
that of any of the regulars we have 
studied, almost three times the worth 
of a left fielder, for instance. 
_ These figures would be more satisfac- 
tory to Philadelphia fans if Bill Killi- 
fer was in his best condition, The dam- 
aging of that athlete’s throwing arm 
was a blow to Moran’s hopes and his 
long lay-off shaves Killifer’s average 
considerably and brings up Burns's im- 
portance even if Killifer gets into condi- 
tion to.catch near his standard. To 
reach the value of a catching staff for 
a@ world’s series, it is necessary to pur- 


‘|}sue a different method from that used 


in computing the value of the’ other 
players in such a series. We cannot 
reach the value by figuring how much 
Cady is worth as batter, base runner, 
as backstop, thrower, foul grabber, 
watcher of bases, worker with pitchers, 
blocker of. runners; we cannot pursue 
the same course with Carrigan and 
Thomas and divide by three. What 
we must do is to figure all points of of- 
fensive and defensive strength, of each 
man, then figure how many games each 
will catch. Jimmy Archer on the bench 
would not be worth. as much as Tom 


Needham would be catching two in- 
nings. 

To reach a conclusion is not hard with 
Philadelphia, I have figured tour parts 
Killifer and two parts Burns in the Phil- 
ly catching dope. In Boston I figured 
four parts Cady, two Thomas, and one 
Carrigan, on the theory that the Red 
Sox manager will be in there steadying 
pitchers, or will pinch hit in some game 
and then don the wind pad. Cady will, 
of course, do all the work with Wood, 
and Carrigan is not likely to start him- 
self except with Ruth, as catching nat- 
urally detracts from his vaiue in nand- 
ling the team and directing its play. 
He«will eatch Ruth's game and perhaps 
be ih parts of other games. Thomas is 
hard to-figure, but he wiil work With one 
or two. of the left handers unless they 
show symptoms of wildness. Carrigan 
will not let him go far if the pitchers 
begin to look ‘unsteady. ‘ 

Killifer undoubtedly would do‘all Phil- 
adelphia’s catching. but for the fact that 
he has been out:of commission, and Mo- 
ran might fear that he would be over- 
worked or ‘knocked out pe rin ih and he 
may use Burns early. Killifer’s arm 
has. been. in worse condition than.many 
suspected-and even now it is far from 
being- strong. j 

Carrigian, Too, May Catch. 

Let us study them: individually; Car- 
rigan is the dean, of course. He is not 
what he was. He has slowéd up, he 
doesn’t. hit. the wwayhe. did, and*he was 
slow..to start -with.and isnot now a 
heavy slugger,: ‘He: isa dangerous man 
at bat, tn spite.of his’ low percentage, 
and always was one of those fellows 
who cracked the ball at the opportune 
moment. He has a lot of confidence in 
Bill and is likely to send himself ‘to bat 
in a pinch. He is still the same old Bill 
in working with pitchers, and not a lit- 
tle of the great success of his pitchin#? 
staff has been due to his patience. We 
will study Carrigan at closer range in 
the study of managers, and can re- 
gard him now as a catcher only. He is 
a grand aye anaes steady as a rock, 
cool, and a fair thrower even now. He 
knows batters and works with his pitch- 
ers well, or, rather, makes them work 
with him. His calm steadiness helps 
nervous, skittish pitchers not a little. 

Cady, who is the real catcher of Bos- 
ton, is a huge fellow, much after the 
Carrigan type, save that he is a*much 
harder hitter. He is the best swatter 
of the catchers under scrutiny, and 
is liable to hit one a block He slams 
most .of his in one direction, 
which handicaps him, but even then, 
when you get a big, slow-moving fel- 
low who takes about as ‘long to reach 
first as it takes Cobb to take two 
bases, and who still hits .280, and hits 
the good pitchers, you have something. 

ith his weight and strength, Cady is 
the ideal man to catch speed pitching. 
His chief reputation as a catcher has 
been due to the fact that he has caught 
“Smoky Joe" Wood, and that is one 
of the hardest tasks in the business, 
especially when Wood is a bit wild. 
Cady handles Wood to perfection, and 
he and Wood have become baseball 
affinities, and since Wood will certain- 
ly work in two games, Cady becames 
important as a factor in this series, 

homas has been doing more catch- 
ing this season than either Cady or 
Carrigan, and his handling of the left- 
handers has been excellent. He has 
enabled Carrigan to stay closer to the 
bench and devote more time to running 
the team. He is not a great catcher, 
although he is faster than either Cady 
or Carrigan and throws well, even if 
erratically. It is well for Boston that 
the Phillies are not a base-rur.ning hall 
club,. A team of speed boys might upset 
that catching staff, which has not had 
much. practice in throwing this season, 
chiefly because their pitchers did not 
allow opposing runners to reach first. 
It is @ rule of baseball that a player 
must reach first before he steals sec- 
ond, and that kept Detroit from beat- 
ing the Red Sox out of the pennant, 
because two of the Red Sox pitchers 
did not hold runners close to the bases. 


Bosion Superior on Offensive. 


In offensive strength we find the Bos- 
ton catchers leading the Phillies by a 
comfortable margin, and they are also 
»ahead a bit in defensive opérations and 
on the. season’s worth. For worth in 
the coming series Philadelphia makes 
a@ better showing. This is: because of 
Killifer, always provided he is in playing 
condition. Bill Killifer is a magnificent 
catcher. If he were at the top of his 
form just now, it would be a question 
as to whether or not he would not re- 
verse the figures. Of course, Killifer 
lost caste when he jumped to the Fed- 
eral League and then jumped back. It 
hurt him. He has not received the ad- 
miration since then that was lavished 
u tong’ epheeee” 

er is one of those hustling, ile, 
cat-like moving: catchers that wee hee 
come so popular in modern baseball. 
He is quick, a flash thrower, making 
quick and unexpected pegs around the 
bases, and he backstops well. He han- 
dles Alexander’s speed and Rixey’s un- 
certain shoots, with equal facility, and 
he catches ali styles of pitching, which, 
oddly enough, the Boston catchers pre- 
fer not to do. Killifer hag more speed 
than aay of the catchers of either team 
and is likely to také a chance on the 
bases. He hits normally about .250, 
and well at any kind of pitching. - If 
he has managed to get into condition 
for the series, he will improve Phila- 
delphia’s chances a great deal with his 
fighting spirit and hustling, aggressive 
style. Burns, Killifer’s understudy, is 
a mediocre catcher and a hustling fel- 
low with a lot of baseball brains. He 
has done. good service duri the ab 
sence of Killifer. He is a willing and 
a good backstop, a fair thrower and 
a weak hitter who is dead on: the-bases. 
Moran will not use him if he can avoid 
it. Neither will Moran figure as a 
catcher, although Pat might do worse 
than to step in himself and steady up 
Rixey if that erratic genius commenced 
to wabble.

PRESIDENT TO SEE GAME. 


Wilson Accepts Invitation to View 
World’s Series Contest Saturday. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—President 
Wilson will see the Phillies and the 
Red Sox battle for the world’s base- 
ball title next Saturday when the second 
game of the big series is scheduled to 
be played at National League Park. 
He will throw out the first ball used in 
the contest. ‘The President and a small 
party, consisting of Secretary Tumulty, 
Dr. Cary T. Grayson, his: naval aid, and 
Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, his cousin, 
will view the game from a box.on the 
right field side of the grandstand, near 
the home players’ bench. 

Mr. Wilson was invited to the games 


in this city about two weeks ago by 
President William F. Baker of the Phil- 
adelphia club, and an acceptance was 
received last week. Mr, Baker made 
no announcement of this fact, however, 
until today, preferring the information 
to come from Washington first. 

It was made known at the office of 
the ball club today that there are about 
ten applications for every. reserved seat 
in the Philadelphia grounds. The man- 
agement has. not opened any of the mail 
received since Saturday noon, as it 
would be useless to handle any more 
applications. 

There was much disappointment when 
it was announced there would be no 
public sale of seats. In previous world’s 
series games in this city mail applica- 
tions were not considered, the reserved 
seats being ~ placed. on public sale. 
Thousands of fans assumed the same 
plan would be followed this year. 

Despite the announcement that there 
will be no public sale of reserved seats 
the fans who neglected to make applica- 
tion by mail, took a measure of en- 
couragement from the fact that they will 
stand a chance of seeing the games 
from the bleachers. Some 8,000 tickets 
for the bleachers will be disposed of at 
the park et publie sale on the day of 
each game. The ticket office wil re- 
main open from 11 A. until every 
ticket is sold. There will be no stand- 
ing room. sold, the management an- 
nounced, either in the bleachers or on the 
stands. 

The construction of the additional sec- 
tion of bleacher seats back of centre 
field was completed just prior to the 
starting of the game with Brooklyn to- 
day, but work on the extra boxes to the 
right of the home players’ bench had 
to be stopped when the contest started. 
By these additions, it is estimated, the 
capacity of the park will be increased 
to about 21,000. The new bleacher sec- 
tion is in almost a direct line from the 
home plate, and two years ago when 
seats were erected in the same place the 
New York Giants protested on the 
ground that the spectators by waving 
hats and newspapers interfered with the 
batters. The Phillies’ management de- 
clined to clear the section and New 
York refused to play, forfeiting the 








game. 

Federal and local authorities are in- 
vestigating reports that agents said to 
represent a New York concern are sell- 
ing tickets for a big pool on the world’s 
series, and promising thousands of dol- 
lars to holders of Lda ee. coupons. A 
number of men were indicted by the 
Federal Grand Jury here last month on 
charges of operating baseball pools in 
various parts of the country, and it was 
stated that vigorous efforts will be made 
to break up the present scheme.

Each guest found inside 
his menu card a large photograph of the 
man who has brought four National League 
pennants and one world’s championship to 
the Smoky City, and behind Clarke’s chair 
was ‘a life-sized photograph of him, 7 feet 
high, which hereafter will nang in the club- 
room of the Stove League, under whose 
auspices the banquet was held. 

Addison Gumbert, the old-time pitcher, in- 
troduced as the toastmaster Colonel H. P. 
Bope, Vice President of the Carnegie Steel 
Company, who called on Mayor Joseph G 
Armstrong to speak for t city, after which 
Rabbi Levy, Vice President of the American 
Peace Association, spoke of the moral tone 
given by the baseball. player, and added his 
praise of Clarke. 

President Dreyfuss spoke in a reminiscent 
way of the twenty years’ association with 
his manager. George S. Applegarth, a local 
newspaper man, read an original poem en- 
titled ‘‘ The Skipper Retires.’’ 

Harold Irons then presented to Clarke, on 
behalf of the fans of Pittsburgh, a silver 
pide and Clarke responded with a short 
speech.

CARRIGAN 10 MATCH 


WITS WITH MORAN 


World's Series Will See Battle 
of Strategy Between Boston 
and Philadelphia Leaders. 


When the Philadelphia Nationats and 
the Boston, Americans meet in the 
world’s series this week new _ leaders 


‘will be seen at the managerial helms, 


and the success or failure of the con- 
tending clubs will depend, .to a great 
extent, upon the skill with which these 
men pilot their baseball machines. In 
Pat Moran and Bill Carrigan, the Phillies 
and Red Sox respectively have diamond 
directors who’ are equipped to take their 
place in world’s series history alongside 
Connie Mack, George Stallings, John 
McGraw, and Jake Stahl. 

Both Moran and Carrigan have earned 
their positions at the head of the two 
pennant-winning clubs by hard and con- 
scientious. application in their chosen 
line of life work: Each°has risen from 
the ranks after serving a hard .ap- 
prenticeship, and there are no secrets of 
the national game with which they are 
not familiar. When the teams take the 
field, it will be as much a battle of 
managerial wits between Moran and 
Carrigan as it will be a contest of skill 
and endurance between the individua2 


players and the teams considered as 
units. 

In one respect the Red Sox leader will 
have an advantage over his Philadelphia 
rival, for in some of the game, at least, 
Carrigan will be seen in*catching uni- 
form. Moran is just as familiar with 
the duties jevolving upon the backstop, 
for he made his reputation as a catcher 
as Carrigan has done, but during the 
past season has handled his team from 
the bench, whereas Carrigan has been 
in the thick of the pennant struggle 
much of the time. 

Patrick J; Moran, who has won a 
niche in baseball's Hall of Fame by 
reason of his whipping what was con- 
sidered a mediocre ball club into a 
championship team, is a product of a 
New England mill. Like Connie Mack, 
who left a Massachusetts shoe factory 
to win fame, Pat Moran gave up a job 
in @ textile mill in Fitchburg, Mass., to 
make a name in his favorite pastime. 
Moran was born in Fitchburg a little 
more than forty years ago, and at an 
early age found his way to a job ina 
mill. There is a story told that young 
Pat first became an adept in handling 
a ball by playing with yarn bails. In 
any event, he easily took to baseball, 
and as he grew up hz played on amateur 
teams in Fitchburg. He caught most 
of the' time and sometimes played in the 
infield. He first came into general 
notice as a catcher for the Fitchburg 
Athletic Club. 

Moran was so good that he was of- 
fered a place on the Central Parks team 
of Orange, Mass., where he played in 
1895 and 1896, and then, as all good ball 
players do, he. found his way to larger 
fields. In- 1897 Moran was with the 
Lyons team of the New York State 
League, catching seventy-six games. 
The next year he caught ninety-three 
for the same club. In 1899 Moran was 
purchased by the Montreal Club of the 
old Hastern ague, and 1900 found him 
behind thé bat on the Boston Nationa}! 
League grounds. He spent five years 
with’ that team, and then joined the 
Chicago Nationals, and was with the 
club when it was a championship ball 
club. 

Fate sent Moran to the Philadelphia 
Nationals in .1910 as a second string 
catcher. Charles S. Dooin was then the 
star, and Pat did not get many chances 
tc show his worth behind the bat, and 
in the last few years of his career with 
the Phillies, he was used to help de- 
velop pitchers. In this he had a won- 
derful success. Many ere Moran credit 
for making Grover C. Alexander the 
pitcher he fs today. He helped also to 
develop pitchers Mayer and Eppa Rixey. 

Moran’s selection to manage the 
Phillies came as a surprise to the base- 
ball world, as it was not thought he had 
ambition in that line. The first inti- 
mation that he might succeed Dooin 
came during the world’s series last 
year, and shortly afterward the an- 
nouncetnent was made, 

From a disorganized ball club, due to 
numerous changes, Moran welded to- 
gether a smooth, harmonius team of 
players. In the Goring. no one picked 
the Quakers to win. hey opened the 
season by winning eight games straight. 
Despite numerous predictions that, the 
team would crack, Moran a them in 
front. Pennant talk among the players 
was basred by Moran. Each day the team 
went out to win the game of that day. 
Moran sought to produce harmony among 
the men. The players respected him, 
and the result was that thin moved 
along just as the new baseball general 
had planned them. 

Manager William F. Carrigan will be 
the first playing manager to figure in 
a world series in several years. He has 
specialized in catching his left-handed 
twirlers, and will be behind the bat in 
games pitched by Leonard and Ruth. 
Never a great catcher mechanically, Car- 
rigan for —< years has been credited 
with pty a better aid to the pitcher 
in determining the weaknesses of bats- 
men, and taking advantage of this 
knowledge, -than any backstop in the 
league. 

Like several other members of the 
Red Sox, he is a college man. He came 
to Boston from Holy Cross in 1907. The 
following season he was sent to Toronto 
of the astern League for experience, 
returning to Boston a reliable catcher 
and a good batter at the close of the 
Eastern season. He has been with Bos- 
ton since. 

As a player, Carrigan has occupied a 
peculiar position under several local 
managements. His practical knowledge 
of the game was rated so highly that 
manager after manager calléd upon him 
for assistance. This was particularly 
true in the 1912 world’s series when Man- 
ager Jake Stahl impressed Carrigan and 
Heinie Wagner. to serve with him as 
joint members of an unofficial board 
of strategy. 

A somewhat similar board has grown 
up in the American League pennant win- 
ners of this year. Carrigan and Wagrier 
again are members, and the manager 
has called into the councils his field Cap- 
tain, Barry, with the latter's learning 
from the school of Mack, and his ob- 
servations on many fields, at his com- 
mand, The combination has proved a 
happy one. Carrigan and Wagner are 
bound personally by the ties of nearly a 
decade of companionship as members of 
the same team, roommates, in fact, and 
Carrigan and Barry bound by earlier 
associations as members of the same 
college team, Barry having played with 
Holy Cross during Carrigan’s last year 
there. It is believed that their delibera- 
tions will play a large part in the play- 
ing plans of the series this year.

Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. 
Whatever he. writes is well written. 
His address, printed in part in The 
Bun of Sunday, is well written. Yet 


any layman or lawyer is entitled to 
: ‘regard it only as an interesting obiter 


dictum of the distinguished former 
Chief Judge. 

Much in the new Constitution Judge 
CULLEN approves. But its advantages 
are “ matter of expediency, not prin- 
ciple.” Our liberties are at stake. 
The Constitutional Convention did not 
adopt an amendment to the Bill of 
Rights prohibiting military tribunals 
from exercising ‘jurisdiction over a 
“clvilian, unless engaged in military 
“or naval service, while the regulariy 
“constituted courts are open to ad- 
“minister justice.” To approve the 
Constitution is to approve the absence 
of this essential ark of freedom, and 
“ wauld be a great public calamity.” 

How did the people of New York 


: live happy and free from 1777 to this 


hour with military commissions liable 
to inflict death cn them at any mo- 
ment? How could Judge CuLLEN 
sleep of nights, unguarded from this 
peril? How is the new Constitution, 
fo more explicit than its predecessors 
on this peril, more guilty than they? 
Why is a better Constitution than the 
State has ever had to be beaten for 
being on one point no better than 
they?

be folly to establish new schvols. 
With a few new buildings at West 
Point, 1,300 students could be accom- 
modated, but even that proposed en- 
largement can safely be deferred.. The 
present limit is about 700 and the 
school is never full: Of 483 young 
men examined for admission this year 
eighty were rejected for unfitness, and 
the requirements are not too great. 
Representative EDMUND PLaTT of the 
Twenty-sixth New. York District, in 
& communication to THE TIMES on 
Sunday, favored the increase. of ap- 
pointmentg at large and also the pas- 
sage of a bill, shelved in the last Con- 
gress, giving the President the power 
to fill. vacancies in the academies 
from the lists of the alternates among 
the competitors in the examinations 
who, no matter how high their 
standing may be, now derive no 
benefit from the examinations unless 
the principals fail. Mr. Piatt favors 
the Congressional district method of 
appointment, so far as it serves its 
purpose, because it stimulates interest 
in the army and navy in all parts of 
the country. But it is not uncommon 
for all of the applicants in a Congres- 
sional di8trict to fail in the examina- 
tions and then there is a vacancy in 
that district for a whole year, while, 
in another district, both principals 
and alternates may pass and the 
alternate has no charice of becomin; 
a cadet. ‘The whole system of obtain- 
ing cadets, it seems, should be _ re- 
‘vised and, in due time, the two exist- 
ing academies should be enlarged, if 
necessary, to accommodate more men. 
If that is done there will be no rea- 
son whatever for establishing new 
academies, 

These matters are almost as im- 
portant, in the consideration of pians 
for preparedness, as the proposed in- 
creases in enlisted men and. equip- 
ment. The abolition of the useless 
posts has been urged upon Congress 
many times and action has been post- 
poned. There should be no further 
postponement. The movement for the 
establishment of new academies is 
new, but it has some _ vigorous 
advocates. The undestfrability of it is 
obvious,, especially in view of the 
hitherto unappreciated possibilities 
of the two now in existence. 
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THE PERSONAL TAX LEVY. 

The temptation is strong to inquire 
into the motives of the occasional at- 
tempts to enforce the pérsonal tax 
law in this city. It is to be observed 
that they are never made “ up State,” 
for reasons that would belong to an- 
other story. It is mere mathematical 
calealation, and upon the Controller’s 
authority, that the levy would have 
cost the city $1,461,365 State taxes 
if it had been known to the State 
Board of Equalization, which recently 
fixed the ratios of valuation for the 
State’s counties. On the theory that 
the tax is collected that addition to 
the taxes payable locally for State 
purposes is merely deferred, not 
escaped. 

But the city will not escape future 
penalty because the addition to the 
tax values will be wiped out’ before 
another State tax is payable, and 
meanwhilé. the city will enjoy a tax 
rate lowered for a single year. What- 
ever portion of the tax is not sworn 
off remains on the books and must 
be paid to the city by other taxpayers 
than those who do not pay. That re- 
vives the lamentable experience from 
which the city was just emerging. 
New York has been including in its 
budget payments toward retiring pre- 
vious uncollectible taxes to a total ot 
nearly a hundred millions, of which 
nearly threescore millions remain un- 
paid after every device of extortion 
short of the thumbscrew. This year’s 
budget includes on that account over 
six millions, an increase of over three 
millions. That increase ig for merit, 
because it promised the extinction of 
“fool’s gold”’ asgets to nearly sixty 
millions of dollars. What will the 
total be in consideration of the failure 
to collect an increase of billions in 
addition to last year's burdens? 
Never again can the Mayor claim 
credit for correcting the faults of 
others in this respect. Hereafter the 
beam in his own eye will be the high- 
water mark of error. 

And why? He declares that he is 
bound to enforce the law as he finds 
it.. Does he enforce all laws as he 
finds them? Ig the Mayor sure that 
his manner of enforcement of this law 
ig better than the manner of those 
who before ‘hig time have had the 
same duty to perform? The law as- 
sesses all property alike, but the 
Mayor neither assesses nor collects 
the personal tax like the real estate 
tax. What owner of real estate, what- 
ever his other grievances, is perse- 


ae ee see 


What man: who owns real. estate is 
summoned to pay a tax or prové he 
owns: none? What owner of other 
than. personal property is obligéd ‘to 
disclose his private affairs to the tax- 
gatherer at the risk of perjury or 
payment? The Mayor's officials tax 
persons; the law taxés property. 

Only the portion of taxable personalty 
included in this levy is there rightly. 
Every dollar sworn off is an arraign- 
ment of the manner of the enforce- 
ment of the law by the Mayor’s ad- 
ministration, for which no excuse can 
be found in the formula ‘“ Enforce- 
ment of the law.’’ It is also an ar- 
raignment. of the law before public 
opinion, which will rather condemn 
the law with those enforcing it thus 
than excuse either on account of the 
other. The beginning of the enforce- 
ment of the law may well be the end 
of the law. That will open a long and 
contentious chapter, on which there is 
a great deal to be said.

either scenery or costumes or both 
designed by Baxst. The spirit of 
BaxkstT therefore will be predominant. 
It is worth remembering, tob, that 
one of the ballets of these Slavonic 
dancers and pantomimists is Ds- 
Bussy’s ‘‘ L’Aprés-Midi d’un Faune” 
—tableau archaique, the composer 
calls 1t, but we have been led to be- 
lieve that its archaic quality is some- 
what relieved, or shall we say spiced, 
by a certain measure of modern 
audacity. 

Apart from the new ballet, there 
should be novelty and interest enough 
in tha twenty weeks of opera, and 
although the opera must get along 
this year without the services of a 
general musical director, there need 
be no misgivings. There can be, of 
course, no substitute for ARTURO 
TOSCANINI, whose frame of mind, be- 
cause of the war in which his. country 
is involved, has unfitted him to re- 
turn to his musical labors. But there 
is a small army of skilled conductors, 
there is promise of new personal 
charm and good gifts among the new 
Singers, and the repertory ought to 
be satisfying with a promised revival 
of an Italian opera of the revered old 
type in BELLINI’s “ La Sonnambula ” 
and productions of modern Russian 
and Spanish works of high esteem. 
Caruso and FARRAR will not fail us, 
and the abundant resource of Mr. 
GATTI-CASAZZA Will doubtless be able 
to overcome any deficiency which the 
absence of the great. Italian maestro 
might cause under other conditions. 
There is no reason why the season 
should not be memorably brilliant, 
especially with its rich infusion of

From the teeming brain of our 

“genial and energetic”’ Secretary of 
the Navy, the Hon. JosEPpHus DaANIELs, 
sprang, full-armed, the glorious word: 
‘Mobilize the inventors!” In the 
exuberance of the creative moment he 
forgot the Patent Office, the multi- 
tude of seekers and finders of the 
patentable or unpatentable idea, the 
slaves of perpetual motion, the brooa- 
ers on strange devices and machines, 
a nation of inventors. Any Connecti- 
cut county would furnish enough 
budding Eli Whitneys to swamp the 
Washington hotels. So Mr. Dani=Ls 
had to fall back on the representa- 
tive system, to choose a committee, a 

board, delegates of the great army of 
inventors, that remains unmobilized, 
if still longing for active service 
in building our bulwarks, our towers 
upon the deep, our undersea and over- 
air defenses and offenses. But the 
mobilization idea has begotten an- 
other. Another host of inventors is 
called to the colors. 

As every student of contemporary 
American literature knows, Mr. Dan- 
IELS’s Old North State raises more 
verse to the square inch and per 
capita than any other in the Union. 
Mr. DaNIEts himself, if his history or 
legend says sooth, toyed in his youth 
with the tangles of the Muse’s hair. 
At any rate, he has the temperament, 
the quick sensibility, the fancy and 
imagination, the love of rotund, 
purple phrase, the gleam, the glory, 
the enthusiasm, even the rapt, ardent 
lineaments of the born bard. Raleigh 
and his News and Observer are a 
nest of nightingales. Charlotte and 
its Observer are the chief opposition 
school. The Mecklenburg Declaration 
of Independence, Pot Licker and 
Hog’s Jowl, the Beauties of Blowing 
Rock, a hundred themes, - patriotic, 
domestic, amorous, keep the Tar 
Heel troubadours busy overtime 
Well, one of these writes from 
Raleigh:

The awful massacres of Christian 
Armenians; men, women, and chil- 
dren, by the Turks should recall to 
the memory of King FERDINAND'S 
subjects the “ Bulgarian atrocities” 
which so shocked the world forty 
years ago. The Bashi-Bazouks sent 
by ‘Turkey to quell an insurrection in 
Bulgaria indulged their natural pro- 
pensity for bloddshed and cruelty long 
after the insurrection was quelled and 
thousands of Bulgarians were slain 
by them. The well-known corre- 
spondent Mr. MacGAHAN reported that 
he had seen great masses of the dead 
bodies of women and children piled 
like cordwood; in the district of 
Philipopolis more than 12,000 Bul- 
garians were murdered. And this was 
only a beginning, for the bloody work 
continued in Bosnia, in Herzegovina, 


and in Serbia, until the Russo-Turk-' 


ish war and the miserable compromis- 
ing arrangements of the Congress of 
Berlin diminished but did not destroy 
the Turkish power in Europe. 

Yet King FERDINAND has yielded tu 
the persuasion, report says to the 
bribes, of Germany and Austria until 
he has made a treaty for the cession 
of territory by Turkey and has mobil- 
ized his troops to take up arms as 
an ally of the Turk, the same un- 
changing Turk who cut the throats 
of so many helpless Bulgarian men, 
women, and children in 1875. It is 
not to be wondered at that Russia 
should have sent to Sofia a sharp 
ultimatum, and it was natural that 
Bulgaria should be reminded that she 
owes her liberation, from the Turkish 
yoke chiefly to Russia, that she is 
making ready to put her troops in 
the field against men of their own 
race. It is incredible that the Bul- 
garian people could have forgotten 
their history. 

In view of the preparations made 
by the Allies to come to the aid of 
Serbia against Bulgaria by landing 
troops on Greek soil, and because of 
the practical certainty that Rumania 
would be forced into the contest 
should Bulgaria refuse to'comply with 
the terms of the Russian ultimatum, 
it would appear that King FERDINAND 
has betrayed his country into wrong 
courses, into troubles that in the day 
of retribution may move his own 
people to denounce him as FERDINAND

Valuable and needed 
help toward an under 
Warfare standing of Germany’s 

Explained. submarine warfare in 
a the past and its prac- 
tical suspension in the present was given 
by the letter from J. S. Renpy, printed 
on this page yesterday. He showed that 
the progress of events, as is so often the 
case—as geographers’ say is almost al- 
ways the case—was largely determined 
by the physical corfiguration of the va- 
rious lands and waters held or covered 
by the several antagonists. 

Of especial importance was the fact 
that the part of the British Channel 
where England and France are nearest, 
as well as the North Sea near the short 
stretch of German coast, is comparative- 
ly shallow. This one circumstance has 
greatly facilitated the taking by the Al- 
lies—with most of the work done, of 
course, by the British, as if was espe- 
cially and obviously their indicated task 
—of defensive measures which, though it 
required some time to make them effect- 
ive over a large area, from the beginning 
permitted the safe crossing of Dover 
Strait by transports loaded with men and 
munitions. Now, as Mr. Renpy showed, 
these defensive. operations against the 
submarines: have developed into an of- 
fensive and—well, German authorities 
like Captain Perstus, instead of using 
their knowledge and enthusiasm for 
proving that the underwater campaign 
must be kept up, no matter who protests 
against it, simply because of its enor- 
mous efficiency, are presenting to the 
German public 4s reason for its practical 
discontinuance the discovery that it has 
not had and cannot have any appreciable 
effect on British commerce as a whole. 

Nothing has yet been disclosed as to 
the exact methods by which the difficul- 
ties encountered by the German subma- 
rines were steadily increased until the 
present situation—which causes heartfelt 
rejoicing from at least one point of view 
—was brought about. But certainly 
means have been invented, consisting 
chiefly, perhaps, of big-mesheds netting 
guarded by a patrol of destroyers, by 
which the submarine has been reduced to 
the exercise of its natural functions of a 
coast and. port defender. In that capac- 
ity it will still serve large purposes and 
its crews will be spared the commission 
of atrocities that fill the world with hor- 
ror and rage.

That nobody else would have done so is 
made certain by the fact that nobody 
else did in the past, for the Longrs were 
millionaires of the sort that do not at- 
tract public attention. Indeed, not a few 
industrious readers of the papers never 
heard of them. or their wealth till this 
question of their orphan daughter's sup- 
port came up. On the other hand, while 
it would be possible for this girl in her 
éarly teens to get along, as the .vast 
majority of girls do, on a tenth, or even 
a twentieth, of $25,000 a year, why 
should she, since her annual income is 
$75,000? 

The schedule of designed expenses 
made out. by her. guardian is indicative 
of no lavish or spectacular extravagance. 
There is to be an apartment at $6,000, 
in which she will have four servants. 
Her school bills and those for travel and 
amusements are to be on the scale to 
which she has been accustomed, and only

So far as can be 
seen by a remote observer, it is an order 
of the most innocent sort, and how its 
present publication can help the Germans 
or hurt the French or their allies is be- 
yond comprehension on this side of the 
water. In it the French commander 
commends in familiar terms the spirit of 
his troops, and then declares to the sev- 
eral Generals under him that as French 
soldiers fight better when they know 
what they are doing and what is. expect- 
ed of them, proper information in regard 
to plans about to be carried out should 
be given to them. 

This treating of private soldiers other- 
wise than as machines to be moved 
about on battlefields may be considered 
inexpedient or-even absurd in the land 
of what Professor MUENSTERBERG calls the 
‘** over-soul,’’ but elsewhere it will pass 
either as a matter of course or as a com- 
mendable innovation. General Jorrne 
may well thank his friends the enemy for 
calling the world’s attention to a highly 
creditable document which he in his mod- 
esty as an author or his concentration of 
mind on the conduct of the war had not 
thought of exploiting publicly. 

Wherein, as in many other respects, he 
differs from NAPOLEON. who was not less 
great as an advertiser than as a soldier.

“ADVENTURES IN TAXATION. | 


Why ‘It Is Weill to be Quick with a 
Levy on Income. 


' New York City, Oct, 2, 1915. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with great interest the most ex- 
cellent editorial in this morning's Timms, Oct.. 
2, entitled ‘‘ The City Tax Roil,” and heartily 
concur in your conclusions with respect to the 
taxation of personal property under the gen- 
eral property tax. 

I cannot, however, agree with the sugges- 
tion that the personal property tax should be 
repealed, even though, as you point. out, a 
considerable amount of personal property is 
reached’ today by means of our system of spe- 
cial taxes. It seems hardly proper, however, 
to include in the list of classified personal 
Property taxes the corporation tax, the in- 
heritance tax, and the stock transfer tax, as 
must be done if we estimate the revenue from 
these indirect taxes at an amount equivalent 
to a 2 per cent. rate on $2,000,000,000, The 
corporation tax is levied on capital stock, 
which represents both real and personal prop- 
erty, and is really a charge on the corpora- 
tions for doing business under a corporate 
form. The inheritance tax likewise falls on 
beth real and. personal property, and fs one 
based upon the right or privilege of succes- 
sion rather than on property. The stock trans- 
fer tax is a tax on business rather than on 
property. 

Irrespective of any differencé of opinion as 
to proper classification, it is hardly to be dis- 
puted that a considerable amount of personal 
property is taxed. Indeed, this is the con- 
clusion reached by as good an authority, a8 
Attorney General Woodbury, formerly State 
Tax. Commissioner, who estimated that the 
amount of personal property taxed amounted 
to $3,329,802,247. At the same time he esti- 
mated the amount of personal property in this 
State not taxed at all at $9,889,887,824. An 
estimate of this character is more or less 
guesswork, but I do not think any one will 
deny that there is at present a vast amount 
of personal property not bearing its share of 
taxation, even if we consider that not liable 
because of debt deductions. 

In view of the heavy burden borne by 
real estate, particularly in the City of New 
York, would it be wise to entirely exempt 
thie form of wealth from taxation? Rather, 
isn’t it desirable to study the means and 
methods of reaching such property? As you 
well point out, it cannot be done by means 
of a general property tax, which, though 
equal in theory, has always resulted in in- 
equality and injustice. The failure of the 
personal property tax is the failure of the 
general property tax, and the history of tax- 
ation of personal property in New York is 
the history of the general property tax in 
every State in the Union and of every for- 
eign country that has tried it. 

A tax of from 1.80 per cent. to 2 per cent. 
is equivalent to an income tax of almost 
50 per cent. on a 4 per cent. security, and 
of almost 30 per cent. on a 6 per cent. se- 
curity. A general income tax of 10 per cent. 
would create a revolution, yet we attempt 
to take from 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. 
of income in many instances from the most 
helpless class in the community, namely, 
widows and orphans, whose funds are fre- 
quently in trust and, therefore, those most 
likely to be reached by our personal prop- 
erty tax. 

Practically all European countries and a 
good many of our own States have worked 
out more or less satisfactory solutions, and 
there seems to be no reason why New York 
should not profit by their experience and do 
likewise. 

A number of States, notably Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland, Minnesota and Iowa, have 
attempted to reach intangible persona}ty 
through a 4 or 5 mill tax, They have in 
the main been very successful in largely 
increasing the assessment and in distributing 
the tax more equally and justly. For in- 
stance, Baltimore increased the assessment 
from $6,000,000 in 1896 to $191,000,000 in 
1914; Minnesota from $13,000,000 in 1910 
to $196,000,000 in 1914, while Pennsylvania 
has almost $1,600,000,000 on the assess- 
ment roll, though there mortgages are in- 
cluded. The ‘main ériticism which can be 
made of this. system is that thé increase in 
revenue is not correspondingly great ewing 
to the lower rate—Iowa actually collected 
less under the new system; and that a. list- 
ing system and drastic administration seem 
to be necessary features. 

A second and more recent attempt of so- 
lution is that of Wisconsin, which has adopt- 
ed the income tax after it had met with re- 
peated failures in several States. The ex- 
ample of Wisconsin has been followed, in s0 
far as corporations are concerned, by Con- 
necticut and West Virginia, while Massa- 
chusetts is thig year submitting to the peo- 
ple a constitutional amendment which will 
permit the imposition of such a tax. 

As a revenue producer the Wisconsin in- 
come tax has been an unquestioned success, 
surpassing all expectations, It has, more- 
over, succeeded in reaching that personal 
“property which was hitherto escaping, and 
has been administered at a trifling cost. 
Whether {it could be-made to work under the 
wholly different conditions existing in New 
York is another question, but no one seri- 
ously attempting to solve the problem of 
taxation of personal property can overlook 
that interesting experiment. 

In connection with the income taxation it 
is worthy of note that unless the States 
make some move toward appropriating this 
source of revenue for themselves the Federal 
Government will inevitably proceed to totally 
dry up the source, 

The whole problem is q terribly difficult 
one. It cannot begin to be solved without 
adequate public consideration and discussion. 
Let me express the hope, therefore, that THE 
TIMES Will be willing to continue the edu- 
cational work which it has so ably begun.

Lessons from Plattsburg.

The controversy. between militia 
Plattsburg recruits has interested me very 
much. Service of sixteen years in the 
militia has been supplemented by a post- 
graduate course at Plattsburg. As a matter 
of fact, there is no basis. for controversy 
between the two institutions, as the one is 
a complement to the other. 

At Plattsburg we were informed by lec- 
tures that an army of @ million men would 
be needed to meet a first-class power. The 
army and militia, constituting the first ‘line, 
and representing only a fraction of the above 
required strength, would be shattered to 
pieces within two months after hostilities 
began. It is therefore necessary to have 
available the fabric of a reserve which would 
soon become the first line. The militia has 
its own work and may go on its way with- 
out considering Plattsburg. The same is true 
of the Plattsburg recruits. 

From my experience, including service in 
the Spanish-American war, I can say that 
the Plattsburg outfit was a wonderful col- 
lection of men, and. a wonderful camp. Any 
man who has any martial aspirations should 
consider himself fortunate indeed to receive 
such instruction, or even to observe the 
magnificent efficiency of organization, en- 
ergy, instruction, sanitation, and accom- 
plishment.

On Aug.: 3, 1914, Mr. John Redmond, 
leader of. Nationalist Ireland, had the 
finest opportunity of dramatically and 
effectively asserting Iréland’s national 
rights that has fallen to the lot of any 
Irish leader within living memory. Sir, 
Edward Grey had announced the Eng- 
lish Government's intention ‘of entering 
the war; Bonar Law had indorsed Grey 
and pledged the support of the Con- 
servative Opposition to the Government. 
The two great English parties stood 
united. That was the- supremely right 
moment to emphasize Ireland’s national 
Position, outside of and indifferent to 
all English politics. Mr. Redmond and 
his followers represented three-fourths 
of Ireland—eighty members, as against 
the twenty representing ‘‘ Unionist” 
Ireland—the so-called “ ‘ English Garri- 
son in Ireland.” 

Mr. Redmond and his party were re- 
turned to the House of Commons, at 
election after:election, for the sole pur- 
pose of voicing Ireland’s -national 
claims; no other issue clouded Irish 
general elections for over thirty years. 
Accordingly,. Mr. Redmond should have 
risen.in the House of Commons to say. 
simply: ‘‘I have no mandate from my 
constituents with regard to a Euro- 
pé&n war. I and my colleagues will 
now return to Ireland to consult the 
Irish. people as to what our .attitude 
should be."”” Had he said this, and 
walked out of the House, the effect 
would have. been electrical All the 
world would have recognized that Ire- 
land was indeed a nation, not a mere 
province of England. England, driven 
by the overmastering pressure of neces- 
sity, eager to secure Irish help, would 
have brushed aside the objections of 
the dissentient fourth of Ireland, (of 
whcse allegiance she was certain in any 
case,) and would have granted Irish 
liberty in full measure. Instead of a 
shackled Home Rule act, ‘“‘on the 
Statute Book,’”’ but not to be put into 
operation till the end of the war, and 
then not until it has been mutilated, 
Mr. Redmond could have secured at 
once as full a measure of autonomy as 
Canada or Australia—anything short 
of absolute independence could have 
been wrested from England’s difficulty 
by a strong leader. 

Instead, Mr. Redmond, without man- 
date or authority, committed National- 
ist Ireland to the support of England in 
the war. His idea of statesmanship was 
to outbid in “loyalty” the Ulster 
Unionists, a task intrinsically impos- 
sible, for loyalty to the empire was the 
traditional position of the Ulstermen, 
while for Mr. Redmond’s party it meant 
a “sharp curve.” Almost immediately 
Mr. Redmond had cause to regret tak- 
ing up that position. Almost ever since 
he has been retreating from it. 

Last Easter THE NEW YorK TimzEs 
published. an account of Jolin Reéd- 
mond’s parade of his volunteers in the 
City of Dublin. This account included 
@& summary of a speech which it was 
stated Mr. Redmond delivered on the 
occasion. Now, Mr. Redmond delivered 
no speech on that occasion. He did not 
dare to, because just outside the ranks 
of his volunteers stood a large crowd of 
Dublin citizens, ready to howl him down 


if he attempted to make a public spéech’ 


in the capita] of the countfy’ which’ ‘he 
is alleged to lead: After silently Wwatch- 
ing his volunteers file past, Mr..Red- 
mond retired to the seclusion of his 
hotel, and there handed to the assem- 
bled pressmen a written statement. This 
was the document which was wired to 
the American press as if it had been a 
speech publicly delivered. 

This incident is. typical of the manner 
in which Irish affairs are distorted, 
through an English medium, in order to 
conceal f the American public the 
true state of Ireland. How many peo- 
ple in America’ know that, since Mr. 
Redmond committed himself to the 
English side in the war, he has been 
unable to address a public meeting in 
the City of Dublin. His speeches thcre 
have all been delivered. behind closed 
doors, to a carefully selected audience. 
The same thing is true of most of the 
rest of the country. Even in his own 
constituency of Waterford—where he 


not dare to address a public meeting; he 
spoke in @ closed hall to a select few. 
His. lieutenants, who do venture. to 
speak in public, being less conspicuous 
targets for the popular hostility, cannot 
do so without continual heckling and 
interruption from the crowd. Before the 
war these same men could address open- 
air meetings in any part of Ireland ex- 
cept Belfast, (the headquarters of Ulster 
Unionism,) with perfect confidence that 
their audiences would make short work 
of any serious interruption. The change 
is entirely due to the general conscious- 
ness that, in casting in his lot with 
England in this war Mr. Redmond has 
exceeded his mandate, which had no ref- 
erence to a European. war, and has be- 
trayed the interests of the Irish people,

DEFLECTED COCOA TRADE. 


The Santo Domingo Output Now 
Flows Through This Country. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I ‘was interested to read the report re- 
ceived at the State Department at Washing- 
ton from. Consul General Robert P. Skinner 
of London under the heading of “ Britain 
Seizes Cocoa Trade.” 

We have at the present moment in stere 
in New York City 50,000 bags of Santo Do- 
mingo cocoa, which amounts to at least 
8,250,000 pounds. The arrivals of Santo 
Domingo cocoa have been larger during the 
past year than any previous, for the simple 
reason that the bulk of the cocoa used te go 
to Hamburg and be reshipped from there to 
the other .European countries. In other 
words, the United’ States has, in this in- 
stance, gained what Germany has lost. 

Regarding the exports from Great Britain 

to the Scandinavian countries), it is no doubt 
true that there has. been an increase in 
these since the war started, but the amounts 
mentioned are infinitesimal in comparison to 
the shipments that have gone and are still 
going forward to the Scandinavian countries 
from New York. Before the war, Hamburg. 
supplied almost all the trade in the Scandi- 
navian countries and Russia. As this is now 
impossible, it is only natural. that these 
countries will look to other markets for their 
Hence the increase in exporta- 
tlons from Great Britain. 
Consul General Skinner reports that in 
April ‘last year England shipped to Norway 
only 21,687 pounds of cocoa, while in March 
this year she shipped 276,888 pounds, which 
only amounts to about 1,500 bags. But our 
companies shipping to Norway, Denmark, and 
Sweden are booked for months ahead with 
freight, and each boat takes thousands of 
bags of cocoa from here to Europe

The Washington Square Players, that 
valorous band that came out of nowhere 
late last Winter and ‘settled quietly 
down to the business of taking the curse 
off the word amateur, began their new 
season last evening at the Bandbox 
Theatre. This playhouse, which stands 
in Fifty-seventh Street a little to the 
east of Third Avenue, is theirs for the 
year, and their first program is made up 
of four one-act plays. 

These are ‘‘ Fire and Water,” by 
Hervey White; ‘“‘ Night of Snow,’’ from 
the Italian of Roberto Bracco; ‘ Hel- 
ena’s Husband,”’ by Philip Moeller, and 
“The Antick,” by Percy MacKaye, the 
last a Yankee fantasy enlisting the ser- 
vices of a newcomer to the Players, 
Lydia Lopokova. 

As before, the investiture ts accom- 
plished simply, sparingly, with ready aid 
from taste and imagination. As before, 
a@ certain freshness and honesty in the 
playing makes amends for the lack of 
expertness. The first program is of 
curiously uneven merit. After you have 
sat dolorously through a tragedy that 
is sad in every sense of the word, for 
instance, your spirits are immediately 
and. completely revived by a saucy 
pocket-sized farce that is as clever an 
exploit in the theatre: as you would be 
apt to see in a month of first nights. 
As before, then, there is enough good in 
the new bill to balance the bad and 
make you curious to see the next one, 
which is half promised for the Monday 
before Election Day. 

The especial joy of the evening is this 
piece gravely described as ‘‘an_his- 
torical comedy ’’ and written by Philip 
Moeller. It is interesting to note that 
of the four.plays given, this is the only 
one that is the work of one of the mem- 
bers and guiding spirits of the organiza- 
tion. It is a frivolous account of the 
elopement of Helen with Paris, and the 
beginning of the late unpleasantness 
between the Greeks. and the Trojans is 
used to satirize gayly the monstrous 
momentum with which nations are 
swept into war. 

The first part is done in the dramatic 
manner which may be called the new 
impudence. Historically it belongs half 
way between ‘Adam's Diary,’’ as 
translated by Mark Twain, and ‘‘Caesar 
and Cleopatra,’’ as chronicled for the 
theatre by George Bernard Shaw. 

It introduces Helen as an_ arrant 
baggage, bored to tears by. Menelaus 
and convinced that he doesn’t under- 
stand her. She seizes the chance to fly 
with the handsome Trojan, a’ chance 
put in her way by her husband, who is 
anxious to. be rid of her, but not so 
reckless about it as ,.Henry_ the Eighth. 
She leaves only a note that begins, ‘I 
am not a bad woman,” and it is not 
until after she is gone that he discovers 
the identity of her traducer. ; 

his means . international complica- 
tions, ever painful to a pacifist like 
Menelaus. he treaties, he is assured, 
are but scraps of gy ibe and as the 
curtain falls: he is istening dismally 
while the old librarian assures the sheut- 
ing populace below that the spear has 
been forced into their hand; that the 
would mobilize in half an_hour, and; 
with Zeus as an ally. wipe Troy off the 
face of the map. 

This is brightly written, . smartly 
an grt and played with sufficient spirit 
and humor. If the Washington Square 
Players would always be as entertain- 
ing as this they might charge $5 a seat 
and pitch their tent on Blackwell’s Isl- 
and without loss of patronage. But, 
unfortunately, it is not all so good as 
this. There is, for example, “ Night of 
Snow.” 

This is a short Neapolitan tragedy, 
translated by Ralph Roeder and baély 
played by him. It is a squalid study of 
a man so tortured: by the early shame 
of his mother and his wife that he 
comes to repuliate them at:a time wien 
they nave been redeemed by love of 
him. “ Night of Snow” is inexcusable. 
It must have been fatally abnurmal in 
the original, its English text is abom- 
inably inflated, and it is played by Mr. 
Roeder as if he were under the impres- 
sion he had translated a giege. He nas 
a voice of éxtraordinarily fine quality, 
and it is so musical that he sings al 
his speeches as if fascinated by it. 
“Night of Snow” is tedious and no 
more than that. 

“Fire and Water”’’ is an ironic little 
comedy of the war, for the Washing- 
ton Square Players must have their war 
play, too. It is an interesting dra- 
matic study of the personal amiability 
in the chance meeting between two 
Frenchmen and two Germans at a neu- 
tralized spring between the hostile lines. 
The strange illumination such anecdotes 
always ‘cast upon a war is all the 
brighter because there are no heroics 
and special poignancies here—just the 
casual] humanness of four cogs in two 
great war machines exchanging band- 
ages, stories, and cigarettes, and behav- 
ing in the manner that Eliza Doolittle 
called ‘‘ friendly like,” It is well done 
by Edward J. Ballantine and Frank 
Conroy, the latter a player of ability 
who is most amusing later as Menelaus. 

“‘“The Antick,’’ already familiar in 
the published text, is a solemn New 
England fantasy, largely dependent for 
its gayety on the pretty costumes de- 
signed hy Robert Locker and the pretty 
dances in which Lydia Lopokova shines.

Russian Minister Says There Will 
Be More Reforms When War Ends.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—W. A. Appleton,

In a letter to M. Bark Mr. Appleton 
many thousands of Jews were full 
of concern as to the future of the Jews 
in Russia, and would be glad to receive 
from him some. word of encouragement, 
ceeTE ont that. many. Jewish anxieties 
would lessened and hopes increased if 
they could be ‘assured that wherever 
they performed the duties of citizens 
— would receive the rights of citi- 
ns. : 

The communication brought an imme- 
diate invitation: to meet M. Bark, wh> 
pointed out that problems of rave and 
creed frequently created extraordinary 
difficulties for Governments. Russia 

he said, had her share of such dif- 
ficulties. She had: been anxious to over- 
come them, and it had been for some 
time a question of discovering the best 
way. The Jews undoubtedly had claims 
for consideration, and the Government 

been pressed to pass laws confer- 
ring additional rights upon them. 

An attempt:to pass laws of this de- 
scription would, said M. Bark, have in- 
volved controversy and perhaps hostil- 
ity, and it had seemed wiser for the

The Russian Government, the Minis- 
ter said, had proceeded upon the assump- 
tion “that knowledge’ and associatien 
would. break down prejudice and mg 
the way for gréater privileges and liber- 
ties. It had consequently removed re- 
strictions and was permitting Jews to 
settle down and live among the rest of 
the population. It was quite true that 
some districts were still closed: to the 
Jews, mainly those inhabited by Cos- 
sacks, but a continuance of this restric- 
lion was in the interests of the Jews 
themselves, 

The Minister added that Russia pos- 
sessed within herself all that went to 
make up the life of a nation. What. 
ehe needed were capital and enterprise. 
He knew the Jews could supply both. 
Tf those with lieberal ideas would co- 
operate, the new -Russia would be 
happier and stronger than she had been 
under the old régime. 


H. S. RADFORD LEFT $53,683. 


Property of Explorer Killed by Es- 
kimos Goes to Relatives. 


Harry V. Radford, the Arctic ex- 
plorér who was killed by Eskimos on 
June 5, 1912, at Bathhurst Inlet, North- 
west Territory, left an estate worth 


$53,683, according to an appraisal filed 
yesterday. Of this sum, $2,986 will be 
paid to the estate of T. George Street 
of Ottawa, Canada, who was killed with 
Radford. This payment is in accord- 
ance with a contract between Radford 
and Street by which the former was to 
py his companion $125 a month and 
is estate $2,000 in case of Street’s 
death. 

Other bequests by Radford are $11,826 
each to Joseph B. Edwards, a grand 
uncle; Sophia M. Edwards, a grand 
aunt; $7.884 each to Simeon Leland, an 
uncle; Fanny B. Leland, an aunt, and 
Fannibelle Leland, a cousin.

DYNAMITER ON TRIAL. 


One Juror Chosen to Try Schmidt 
for Blowing Up Los Angeles Times. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 4.—Slow 
progress marked the opening day of the 
trial of Matthew A. Schmidt, charged 
with the murder of Charles Haggerty 
in connection with the dynamiting of 
the Los Angeles Times Building Oct. 1, 
1910.. Four veniremen were examined 
in four hours. Of these one was ex- 
cused and the examination of two others 
postponed until tomorrow.

LONDON GAIRTY HEAD 


Famous Producer of Musical 
Comedies Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at Almost 63. 


ONCE PARTNER OF FROHMAN 


‘He Had Managed Duke of York's, 
Adelphi, and Other Theatres, and 
Staged 64 Original Pieces. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—George Edwardes, 
the English theatrical manager, died in 
London this morning from heart dis- 
ease after a long illness. 


The name of George Edwardes has 
long been synonymous with musical 
comedy throughout the English-speak- 


London Gaiety, Theatre, the most fa- 
mous musical comedy theatre in the 
world, and proprietor at various times 
of the Adelphi, Daly’s, Garrick, Duke 
of York’s, and other London playhouses, 
he occupied a unique and important 
position in the amusement world. 

Mr. Edwardes was known in New 
York through several.visits bere, the 
last of which was in 1905, when he came 
to produce ‘‘ The Duchess; of Dantzig ”’ 
at Daly’s Theatre. His stars and pro- 
ductions, too, have often been seen here. 
The late Charles Frohman was the prin- 
<font importer of Gaiety pieces, and 
while he usually adapted the plays “or 
American use he followed more closely 
the Edwardes model than any other 
American producer. From 1903 to 1906 
the two managers were associated in 
the production of several musical com- 
edies at the Prince of Wales's. 

In London the Gaiety is an institution, 


of humble birth have married into tre 
eristocracy, and it is a rendezvous for 
the smartest British audiences. The 
theatre is more intimate in size than the 
usual musical comedy houses, and us 
English society cultivates people of the 
stage more than does American society 
an evening at the Gaiety possesses a 
certain informality, while there is a 
camaraderie between audience and play- 
ers that does not often exist in tne 
American theatre. ; 

Up to June, 1913, Mr. Edwardes nad 
produced sixty-four original pieces, 
Many of these have heen seen here, 
sometimes before, but usually after, 
their presentation in.London. Some of 
the better. known were ‘‘A Runaway 
Girl,” ‘The Messenger Boy,’’ ‘“ The 
Toreador,’’:‘‘ The Orchid,” “ The Spring 
Chicken,”’ ‘‘ Our Miss Gibbs,’’ “‘ Peggy,’ 
“A Gaiety Girl,” ‘The Geisha,” “A 
Greek ‘Slave,’”’ ‘‘ San Toy,’’ ‘‘.A Country 
Girl,’ *‘ The Merry Widow,” ‘‘ The Dol- 
lar Princess,” ‘‘The Waltz Dream,” 
‘Gipsy Love,” ‘‘ The Count of Luxem- 
bourg,”’ ‘‘ The Girl from Kay’s,”’ ‘‘ Ve- 
1ronique,’’ ‘‘ The School Girl,” “ The 
Quaker Girl,’’ ‘‘ The Dancing Mistress,” 
“The Girl in the Train,’’ “,The Mar- 
riage Market,” and ‘The Sunshine 
Girl.’’ 

Mr. Edwardes was born Oct. 8, 1852. 
He was educated for the army, . but 
early became associated ‘with the the- 
atrical business, acting as manager for 
the late Michael Ginn, for many years 
business manager of the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin. In 1875 he was business matL- 
ager at the Opera: Comique for the iate 
D’Oyly Carte, who produced most of the 
Gilbert and Sullivan répertoire, and 
subsequently he was similarly engaged 
at the Savoy. He became a manager 
on his own account by joining Jonn 
Hollingshead at the Gaiety in Decein- 
ber, 1885. Three years later the theatre 
was turned over to a limited company, 
Mr. Edwardes remaining as managing 
director, a position he held ever since. 
In 19083 the old Gaiety was torn down 
and the new one built. 

In the Spring of last year Mr. Kid- 
wardes went to Bad Nauheim to take 
the cure. He was. in miserable health 
at the time, and grave fears were held 
for his recovery, but he improved stead- 
ilv, and the last reports to reach this 
country were that he was still improv- 
ing. He was in Germany when the war 
began and succeeded in'reaching Eng- 
land through the influence of a news- 
paper man. While he was ill and un- 
able to make productions both his 
Gaiety and Adelphi Theatres were in- 
vaded by American plays. In the for- 
mer ‘‘ Adele’ was presented and in the 
latter Sam Bernard, with Ina Claire in 
his company, made_his London débt 
in ‘The Belle of Bond Street. Ths 
was in the Summer of 1914.

‘Whitman Tella Dr. Biggs: to See 
How Jersey. Offends.

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—Goveritor Whitman 
today took up the ‘co:nplaints. of New 
York. City in regard to the -nuisance 
caused by the stifling odors from New 
Jersey factories. The Governor direct- 
ed Health Commissioner Biggs to make 
an investigation,: and report his con- 
clusions to -him. The order was in the 
nature of a proclamation and was as 
follows:

the manufacture of soaps or other prod. 
ucts, and that’ such: manufacturing 
plants are constantly generating and 
causing: to be discharged over the ter- 
ritory comprising New York County, in 
the State of New York, and particuiar- 
ly that part of said county adjacent. to 
the avenue known as° Riverside Drive, 
vast quantities of noisome and disa- 

sane smoke, fumes, effluvia, nox- 
ous poisonous vapors, and gases, 
ac ay njure and endanger the ‘com- 
fort, repose, health or safety, and’ prop- 
erty of a considerable number of per- 
sons, citizens sot New York County, 
aforesaid ; 

“1 therefore ‘requife you to make an 
examination into the matters alleged in 
said complaint, and,into the quéstipns | 
affecting the. securliy of life and ‘health | 
in. the locality aforesdid in the County 
of New York, and to report the results 
thereof to me. on or. before the first day 
of November, 1915. 

The order was transmitted to ~Dr. 
Biggs by dhe Governor's Secretary, ‘Will- 
jafn A, Orr, and the inquiry . will. be 
started without delay.

Undergraduate Department Passes 
1,000 Mark—Yeat’s Gifts ~ 
“$364,688. 





“Notwithstanding that gifts to Colum- 
bia University’ during the last. year 
‘have fallen off materially owing to the 
‘War, tne trustees were able to report 
yesterday at their first meeting of: the 
fnew academic year that the yearly defi- 
cit was only”. $13,592.55, which is the 
‘lowest in any recent year. In other 
yéars the deficit has been $60,000. — 
Another encouraging feature marking 
the opening of the new term is the in- 
crease. in. registration, which totals to 
date 14,578, as compared with 12,743 last 
“year. Exclusive of the extension teach- 
ing department .and the Summer session, 
the ‘resident students in the other de- 
partments number 6,618, an-increase of 
In the extension teaching department 
the total. registration ‘is 1,996, an in- 
‘crease of nearly 1,000 students. Profes- 
sor James-C. Egbert, director of the

dinary increase, stated that the new 
courses’ added’ had drawh many new 
students to the night courses as well 
as those offered during the day, and 
‘that he expected that the total regis- 
tration béfore the end of the year would 
‘rise to 5,000 students.

"mark by fifty-nine students. This reg- 
istration’ includes the students who are 
entering college with the ultimate in- 
tention of taking up graduate work in 
the Graduate Engineering School. Un- 
der the new system at Columbia, the 
science courses are on a six-year basis, 
which includes. three years’ work for the 
student in college. 
Expect 18,000 Students. 

These figures are made up before reg- 
istration is complete, and there will be 
many late registrations to be added.

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OTTON CROP HURT 


‘BY BAD WEATHER 


Unseasonable “Conditions _ and 
Lack of Fertilizer Cut Down 
Production Prospects. 








EXPECT 10,950,000 BALES 





Smaller Crop Indicated Than Any 
Sines 1909——-Boll Weevil in- 
Jures Top =e 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—A heavy de- 
cline in the condition of the growing 
cotton..¢crop during September, almost 
double the average decline of the last 
ten. years, has decreased the production 
prospects forecast earlier {n the season 
by almost a million bales. The De- 
partment of Agriculture today estimated 
the crop at 10,950,000 bales of 500 pounds 
each, which would be the smallest crop 
since 1909. The condition of the crop 
on Sept. 25 was 60.8 per cent. of a 
normal, compared with 69.2 per cent. 
on Aug. 25, 78.5 last year; 64.1 in 1912, 
and v8.8 per cent., ‘the average of the 
last ten years on Sept. 25. In announc- 
ing the condition report and production 
estimate, the Crop’ Reporting Board 
made this statement: 

“The cotton crop condition declined 
8.4 points during the month from Aug. 
25 to Sept. 25, which compared with an 
average decline in the same period in 
the last ten years of 4.5 points. The 
estimated condition of 60.8 per cent. of 
normal on Sept. 25 forecasts a yield 
per acre of about 168 pounds, and a total 
production (allowing a reduction of 1 
per cent. from planted area for aban- 
donment) of ubout 10,950,000 bales. Last 
year’s production was 16,135,000 bales, 
and the 1913 crop 14,156,000. A crop 
less than 11,000,000 bales would be 
smaller than any crop since 1909, : 

“The. unusual deterioration has been 
due principally to the extremes of 
weather conditions; periods of excessive 


rainfall, cold weather and drought hav- 
ing characterized the season in most of 
the cotton belt; lack of fertilizer, and 
poor quality of that used, has been an 
unfavorable factor in the eastern por- 
tion of the belt. 

“There: is Httle promise of a top 
crop, except in the northern portions of 
the belt, due to the climatic conditions 
and the unusual activity of the boll 
weevil; and where a top crop is setting, 
in the northern portions of the belt, the 
latest report of the crop there makes 
realization dependent upon future favor- 
able weather and late frost. 

‘The month, much of it warm and 
dry, has been generally favorable to 
picking, and a much larger percentage 
of the crop is ginned to this date than in 
the usual year. In much of the south- 
ern portion of the belt ginning is far 
; advanced, and ‘in some districts there 
picking is practically completed.’

“WILD ORGY OF GAMBLING” 


Public Never Before Thfeatened by 
“$o Dangerous a Pitfall” 
on the Exchange. 
—_—_— 

Samuel Untermyer has written a letter 
to the Rev..C. F. Reisner, pastor of 
Grace Methodist Church, deploring the 
present craze for war stocks, and pre- 
dicting that the public “will suffer in 
the long run from the rapid upbidding 
of prices in the stock market. The letter 

Was written in respense to a series of 
questions asked by Mr. Reisner, who 
sought the information for use in his 
clerical duties. ‘This is the letter: 

Oct. 2, 1915. 

“ Rev. C. F..Reisner, “ 

“Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, 
‘181 West 104th Street, New York 
. City. 

“My Dear Sir: I ought, perhaps, to 
preface my answers to your inquiries 
by explaining that I have never bought 
stocks om margin. or credit, and have 
never. been concerned in a short sale, or 
speculated in the stock market. But as 
an investor and-a lawyer who for up- 


wards’ of thirty-five years has been in- 


timately connected with the affairs of 
corporations, and who is familiar with 
the machinery of the Stock Exchange, 
I have no hesitation in answering your 
first question by saying that it is worse 
than hopeless for the average man to 
expect to amass a fortune or to make 
money by dealing in the stock market. 
My experience is that’ in the end they 
all lose. ‘They do not lose all the time 
but they do lose all in time. 

‘My advice to you is to urge them to 
keep as far away as possible from the 
contagion of speculation, and especially 
to warn them against the present fever 
of speculation, and at -no time to buy 
stocks except to the extent to which they 
can pay for them in full as an invest- 


ment, and then only after a thorough 
investigation of the merits of the prop- 
erty based on normal conditions. 


Condemns “War Stocks.” 
“* Above all things I advise that in 
making théir investments they keep 
away from th® so-called (and in most 
instances miscalled) ‘ war stocks,’ most 


| of which are selling at greatly inflated 


prices based on tempora conditions, 
which @re exaggerated and accelerated 

y pool manipulations and other forms 
of artificial activity. In some of the 
most prominent instances the poeoent 
prices reflect, in my judgment, besides 
these conditions, a feverish. wave of 
wild and senseless speculation that has 
seized the -general public, spreading like 
wild-fire from ocean to ocean, and for 
which the public wit, as usual, pay 
dearly in the end. 

‘* Like all such movements, it finds a 
semblance of justification sufficient to 
fire the imaginations of the novices and 
visionaries who are always easily sepa- 
rated from their hard-earned money by 
the bait of ‘ easy money,’ in exaggerated 
tales of the floods of new business in- 
volving abnormal profits bg L ae likely 
to end as unexpectedly as they began. 
Stocks that represent soinies beyond 
the hopes and dreams of promoters and 
that have been rightly re arded as little 
more than waste paper. ve been sud- 
denly galvanized into lite. with the. aid 
of cunningly devised and widely adver- 
tised rumors and half, truths from un- 
known quarters and unloaded in reams 
upon the unfortunate public 

“Never in the history of the Stock Ex- 
change has the public been threatened 
by so dangerous a pitfall as that which 
is now open wide for its victims. The 
stocks of a few companies with genuine 
merit that were selling far below their 
actual values led the way and made 
possible this wild orgy of gambling in a 
market that has lost all sense of real 
values... The whole matter would be 
ludicrous to thinking men if it were 
not so tragic in its consequences. 


Valus of Regulation. 


‘‘In answer to your inquiry, I should 
say that much can and ought to be done 
to mitigate such conditions. This Jatest 
experience will not be in vain, although 
the cost will indeed be heavy, if it 
arouses public sentiment to the point of 
compelling Government regulation of the 
Stock Exchange that will convert it into 
the great legitimate and responsible se- 
curity market of the country which is its 
high and honorable’ function. Under 
Government regulation we would know 
from month to month, and almost from 
day to day, when necessary for public 
protection, the real basis of the pub- 
lished rumors on which prices are being 
boosted. We. would have an oper 
market, free from manipulations o 
pools and insiders, and the small in- 
vestor would -have protéction against 
illegitimate stimulation of the market 
in, times of ‘great excitement. ; 

‘“*We would not stop speculation. No 
law can accomplish that. It is doubtful 
whether that should be attempted by law 
if it were possible. But we would have 
honest speculation. It-is dishonest specu- 
lation, superinduced a false rumors and 
mahipulation, that-I have tried to stop 
by Government regulation. Laws against 
ae rumors and manipulation cannot 

enforced because the guilty cannot be 

ebted unless we have the legal ma~ 
ahinery for delving into the books of 
the members of the Stock Exchange. 
This machinery is now in the hands of 
the Governors of the Bxchange and is 
not accessible .to, any public authority. 
If that machinery were now _availab 
we would at least have the means at 
hand to separate the wheat from the

May 'Be ‘Fined $20,000 | $20,000'for Neglect to 
Collece $286 for Demurrage. 


An indictment with twenty counts 
was handed up. yesterday “by the 
Federal! Grand Jury against the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road Company, charging.it with fail- 
ing to’ observe the published tariffs 
in connection with the shipments of 
anthracite coal from Pennsylvania’ for 
delivery in this city. 

The period covered by the indict- 
ment was from October, 1912, to Octo- 
ber, 1914, and it is charged’ that the 
railroad company neglected to collect 
demurrage charges on twenty canal 
boats detained “at the New York 
lighterage station from the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Coal Com- 
pany.  The- amount of demurrage 
which the company, it is contended, 
failed to demand was $286. Under the 
Filkins law the railroad is liable to a 
fine not excéeding $1,000 on each 
count of the indictment, so that its 
negligence may cost it $20,000.

President Ripley Holds Middlemen 
Responsible for Low Rates _

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railway system, covering 11,114 miles 
of operated railway, had the largest 
gross and net earnings in its history for 
the year ended June 30. The report of 
E, P. Ripley,‘ President of the system, 
which was issued yesterday, attributes 
the immédiate success, of the railway 
to’ the unprecedented wheat. crop in 
Kansas, and to the largely increased 
yield of agricultural products of. all 
kinds last year in Western Texas and 
Westérn Oklahoma. 

The development of the big railway 
system to its highest efficiency, it 
is pointed out, was primarily due to the 
plan of extension and. improvement laid 
out nineteen years ago. In the years 
since 1896 the Atchison has spent $308;- 
000,000 on improvements and better- 
ments. 

Total operating revenues amounted to 
$117,665,587, an increase of $6,555,817. 
The ‘net ope ating revenues were $41,- 
| 574,033, an indrease of $3,933,597. 

There was available for dividends, aft- 
er all charges, the sum of $24,180,861, 
an increase of about $4,000,000 com- 
pared with 1914.. A total of $6,518,396 
was appropriated for additions and -bet- 
terments, 

Freight earnings of the Atchison in- 
creased $6,866,005 during the year, while 
Passenger earnings fell off $674,168. 

The property investment of the Atchi- 
son in 1915, according to the railway’s 
report, was $683,855,314. The net. earn- 
ings applicable to bond interest, divi- 
dends, and improvements on the basis of 
this enormous investment, constituted an 
earning of only 5.40 per cent. on the 
Property investment. In 1914 the per 
cent. earned was 4.92 and the highest in- 
come ever earned was 6.11 in 1908. 

“The striking fact emphasized by 
these figures,’’ says President Ripley 
in his report, “is that the earnings on 
the entire investment are now not much 
more than 5 per cent. per annum, and 
it must be borne in mind that of these 
earnings it is necessary to appropriate a 
considerable amount each year for ad- 
ditions and betterments to preserve the 
company’s credit. The ability of the 
company, under these conditions, to pay 
6 per cent. on the common stock, is due 
to the fact that it pays an average of 
only slightly more than 4 per cent, on its 
bonded debt, much of the bonded debt 
having been created when money could 
be obtained at or near 4 per cent.’’ 

On the general rate situation in the 
West, President Ripley says: 

Relations with the general public, especial- 
ly that portion residing along the line, are 
quite satisfactory, but contest is being made 
as to rates in various States before both 
commissions and courts. There is little 
demur to the proposition that the railroads 
need more money, but each class of ship- 
pers is firm in the view that the increase 
should not come from it. 

The general merchandise rates all over the 
country (now lower than anywhere else 
in the world) could’ be doubled and the 
ordinary living. expense. of. bach family 
would be so little increased that the head 
of the family would not know of this ad- 
vance unless somebody told him. A large 
Part of the trouble about rates comes from 
certain classes of middle men who con- 
tribute little to the peoeverity of the coun- 


try, but who are well organized and conse-, 
quently influential. 


The effect of the Panama CanaP on 
the Atchison’s revenues is estimated ‘by 
President Ripley as a Joss in excess of 
$1,000,000 since the opening of the canal. 
It is too early, he says, to measure the 
effect accurately.

Gimbel Brothers imported goods re- 
turned by Appraiser Sague as silk wear- 
ing apparel made in part of braid and 
netting, while other entries. consisted 
of wool wearing apparel made in part 
of braid and ornaments. Duty was as- 
sessed on all the articles at the rate of 
60 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
vision in the act for goods made in 
whole or in part of braid, netting, or 
ornaments. The board reversed the 
Collector and held the silk wearing ap- 
parel properly dutiable at 50 per cent. 
ad valorem, 
parel at 35 per cent. under the. respec- 
ive paragraph for such goods. 

The -Cowen-tietneberg Company, San 
Francisco, and the Otto Gerdau ‘Com- 
pany of this city were sustained.in pro- 
tests against the Collector's -classifica- 
tion of split boo, some of which 
was imported cut in lengths of 20 inches 
and the balance cut square and flat. 
Duty was taken at 35 per cent. under 
the act of 1 as manufactures of 
wood. It appeared that the merchan- 
dise was tied into bundles and on this 
account the Collector held the goods for 
duty as “manufactured.” The board 
ruled that the tying into bundles did not 
constitute a ““ manufacture,” and that 
the bamboo was properly free as un- 
manufactured. The testimony showed 
that the bamboo was used in the manu- 
facture of brooms.

Stupnicker Also Repudiates ‘Strong-

Three of the. seven ‘members of the

“‘ I neyer stood for: violence,” Sigman 
declared. ‘‘It is detrimental to the best 
interest of unionism, and never makes 
a strugele successful.’’ 

Julius Woolfe, another defendant.. tes- 
tified he was not present at union head- 
quarters. on the night that Liebowitz 
was attacked. He said he superintended 
the distribution of $152,000 aid to strik- 
ers during the sight weeks of the strike 
in 1910.
